Madam  Mayor,  Mrs.  Ray  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Wareham  for  the 
year  1  960. 

The  Report  is  set  out  in  sections  in  the  following  order:  - 
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There  were  only  fourteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  none  were  of  a  serious  nature. 

There  were  two  fewer  births  and  four  more  deaths  registered  than 
in  1959. 

With  regard  to  the  vital  statistics  undue  importance  should  not 
be  placed  on  the  rates  which  are  based  on  very  small  numbers. 

An  important  feature  in  recent  years  has  been  the  increased 
building  of  houses  by  private  enterprise.  The  number  built  during 
1  960  -  thirty-seven,  was  a  record  and  almost  double  that  of  the  previous 
year.  This  expansion  of  building  in  the  Borough  is  creating  a  problem 
of  sewage  disposal  which  should  be  dealt  with  without  delay. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration  during  the  year,  and  other  Officials  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  co-operation,  especially  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Tanner  who  has  helped  to  prepare  this  report.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  during  the  year. 

On  the  1st.  April,  i960,  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  came  into 
existance  and  took  over  the  Council's  water  undertalcing.  There  has  been  no 
alteration  in  the  source  of  water  supply  to  the  Borough. 

Up  to  the  31st.  March,  1  960,  17,4-87,000  gallons  had  been  pumped  into 
supply.  Two  samples  of  raw  water  and  ten  of  distributed  water  were  taken 
during  this  period.  Both  samples  of  raw  water  were  satisfactory.  Two  of  the 
samples  of  distributed  water  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  this  was  probably 
due  to  sampling  error  and  of  no  real  significance  as  repeat  samples  in  each 
case  gave  satisfactory  results. 

The  following  particulars  of  the  water  supply  from  1st.  April,  i960,  have 
been  given  by  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board.

The  supply  is  chlorinated  and  regular  estimations  of  residual,  chlorine 
were  made  on  samples  taken  at  pumping  station  and  consumers'  taps.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


By  the  end  of  the  year  QOfo  of  the  bungalows  on  the  first  phase  of 
the  Carey  Development  Estate  were  connected  to  the  new  pumping  station  in 
the  south-western  comer  of  the  estate.  The  pump  here  is  a  Pulsometer 
Solids  Diverter  type  and  functions  very  well.  It  is  large  enough  to  cater 
for  further  development  to  the  west  situated  in  the  adjoining  Rural 
District  area. 

The  sewerage  system  in  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  receives  sewage 
from  some  59  houses  in  the  Bestwall  area  and  12  Forestry  houses  at  Carey; 
both  situated  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District.  There  was  some  slight 
flooding  at  the  Old  Granary  Restaurant  during  the  very  wet  winter,  but  some 
further  minor  works  have  been  carried  out  which  it  is  hoped  will  alleviate 
this.  There  were  constant  heavy  flows  of  storm  water  in  the  foul  water 
sewers  during  the  winter  and  this  is  a  problem  which  should  be  rectified, 
if  possible,  when  the  new  combined  sewage  disposal  works  are  finally 
considered.

The  sewerage  system  consists  of  three  pumping  stations  situated  at 
South  Bestwall,  North  Bridge  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal  works  situated 
on  eight  acres  of  land  at  Sandford  Lane.  The  length  of  rising  mains  is 
4,100  yds.  The  Carey  Estate  development  discharge  is  pimped  into  Carey 
Road  which  gravitates  to  the  Northport  station. 


The  disposal  works  consist  of:  - 

1  Balancing  tank  -  capacity  7,814  gallons 

2  Dortmund  tanks  -  capacity  39,060  gallons 

8  Sludge  beds  -  area  8,100  sq.ft. 

An  area  of  approximately  5  acres  of  land  is  used  for  the  treatment  of 
the  effluent  from  the  Dortmund  tanks.  Whereas  the  effluent  used  to 
discharge  at  random  on  to  the  land,  the  area  is  now  laid  out  in  a  regular 
pattern  in  a  series  of  "lagoons"  and  the  effluent  can  now  be  controlled  to 
some  extent.  The  works,  however,  are  grossly  overloaded  and  the  ground 
is  now  "sewage  sick",  furthermore  the  dry -weather  flow  from  the  three 
pumping  stations  is  now  a  substantial  one  and  there  is  not  proper  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  sewage  in  the  settlement  tanks.  It  is  still  not  possible  to 
contain  the  effluent  within  the  perimeter  of  the  works  and  owing  to  ingress 
of  surface  water  into  the  foul  water  sewers  flows  are  exceptional  during 
very  wet  weather. 

The  Council  is  still  considering  the  question  of  combining,  subject  to 
terms,  with  the  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  in  the  provision  of  a 
sewage  disposal  v/orks  situated  at  Sandford  in  the  rural  district,  which  would 
result  in  the  abolition  of  the  Council's  existing  works  at  Sandford  Lane. 

The  latter  works  are  being  aggravated  with  every  additional  dwelling  being 
erected  but  any  large  scale  development  would  exert  an  undue  burden  on  the 
works.  It  is  hoped  the  new  works  will  not  long  be  delayed.

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 


The  one  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  is  situated  on  the  North  Causeway 
and  the  Lessee  is  now  permitted  to  station  up  to  44  caravans  including  15 
residential.  On  the  29th.  August,  i960  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1  960  came  into  effect  which  gave  local  authorities  effective 
powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  A  site  licence  was  granted  in  respect 
of  this  site  subject  to  certain  conditions.  All  services  are  provided  and 
the  modem  sanitary  block  is  drained  to  a  septic  tank  and  filter.  Frequent 
visits  are  made  to  this  site  which  is  very  well  maintained. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  own  one  1?Karrier’'  refuse  vehicle  and  house  and  trade  refuse 
collections  are  undertaken  by  the  Council,  collections  being  made  weekly. 

Two  men  are  employed  on  this  service.  The  refuse,  especially  that  of  trade 

does  appear  to  be  increasing  and  as  more  development  takes  place  the  Council 
will,  when  they  consider  a  n ew  vehicle,  have  to  think  in  terms  of  a  larger 
one.  The  tip,  situated  in  the  adjoining  rural  district  is  now  further  away. 

No  salvage  of  paper  is  carried  out  as  this  is  not  considered  an  economic 
proposition. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  main  streets  are  cleansed  and  swept  daily  and  the  minor  streets  as 
often  as  possible.  Two  men,  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  are  employed. 

The  minor  streets  could  be  cleansed  more  frequently  but  the  labour  is  just  not 
available;  eventually  as  private  streets  are  taken  over  this  will  have  to 
be  reviewed.  The  asphalting  of  streets  in  re-surfacing  programmes  do  minimise 
the  amount  of  cleansing  but  unfortunately  litter  is  still  deposited. 


Public  Lavatories 

There  are  two  conveniences  in  the  Borough  situated  at  Howards  Lane  (women 
and  men)  and  St.  John's  Hill  (men  only).  These  are  cleaned  daily  and  well 
maintained.  All  the  seats  and  W.C.  pans  in  Howards  Lane  have  been  renewed 
as  these  were  becoming  unsanitary. 


Swimming  Baths 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County  Modem  School  for 
the  use  of  pupils.  Bathing  takes  place  in  the  River  Frome  near  the  Quay  during 
summer  months.  There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough. 

Smoke  Abatement  and  Clean  Air  Act ,  1  956

Ten  licences  are  in  force  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit.  Occasional 
visits  are  paid  in  respect  of  these. 

Disinfestation 

During  the  year  a  cockroach  infestation  at  the  County  I  odem  School  was 
reported  and  dealt  with.  Three  treatments  were  made  and  these  proved  to  be  very 
effective;  routine  current  disinfestation  is  being  carried  out  over  a  period 
to  ensure  conplete  eradication  of  this  pest.

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HOUSING 


Forty-nine  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year  including  twelve 
Council  houses.  The  Carey  Development  Estate  progressed  still  further 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  some  forty-five  dwellings  had  been  completed. 

During  the  year  the  Council  acquired  some  five  acres  at  Sandford  Road 
and  a  layout  for  thirty-six  dwellings  was  prepared.  In  addition  two 
parcels  of  land  within  the  Town  Halls  were  acquired  and  it  is  hoped  to 
erect  small  flats  on  these,  possibly  for  the  newly  weds  and  young  families. 
The  application  list  for  dwellings  does  not  appear  to  diminish  in  size  but 
of  course  rents  might  eventually  have  some  effect  on  this.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  were  very  few  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the 
Borough.  Only  five  of  measles  and  nine  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  All  cases  were  of  a  mild  nature  and  none  were  admitted 
to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Apart  from  four  deaths  from  pneumonia  there  were  no  deaths  due  to 
notifiable  infectious  disease. 

In  the  past  fifteen  years  there  has  only  been  one  case  of  diphtheria 
notified  in  the  Borough  -  in  1 952,  while  in  the  five  years  preceeding 
1  945  a  total  of  1 5  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified.  The  continued 
freedom  from  diphtheria  in  recent  years  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  high  percentage 
of  children  in  the  district  now  immunised  before  their  first  birthday. 

Immunis  at  ion 


Schemes  for  immunisation  are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  County 
Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  polio¬ 
myelitis  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Dollins  Lane,  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  every  month  from  2  to  4  p.xn. 

Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
area  including  immunisation  against  smallpox. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.G.  of  the  older  age  group  children  is  carried 
out  at  schools  in  the  area  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority . 

In  the  case  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  special  sessions 
at  schools  and  evening  sessions  are  arranged  when  necessary. 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was  expanded  to 
include  all  ages  up  to  40  years,  and  also  to  provide  for  a  third  dose  of 
vaccine  not  less  than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection. 

In  addition,  priority  groups  include  medical  practitioners  and  their 
families,  ambulance  workers,  expectant  mothers,  practising  nurses  not 
working  in  hospitals  (those  working  in  hospitals  are  already  eligible) 
and  their  families.  Dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental  hygienists, 
dental  surgeons’  chairside  assistants,  and  their  families.  Public  health 
staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with  poliomyelitis  cases,  and  their 
families.  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  country  outside  Europe, 
other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America.
